it draws its support from the decomposing 
seed,butas soon as the plants put out their 
small roots, (spongioles) and begin to draw 
their food from the soil, the leaves assume a 
red, or purplish hue, and frequently the 
lower leaves dry up and perish, the main 
‘root is corroded or rusted off, after a while, 
new roots start out from the base of the 
plant, and a light crop is too frequently the 
result. T have seen a great many fields of 
‘corn, similar to the above described, and 
, the owners laid all the blame to the wire or 
‘some other kind of worm, that had cut off 
the main root. 
| Much of the iron in soils, isderived from 
the disintegration of rocks, containing sul- 
phuret of iron—which are universally dif- 
fused mineral substances, which bave been 
found to be present in every species of

the least perceptible advantage from the use 
of the plaster after lime. The experiment 
was made by plastering several rows 
through the field, ata distance of four or 
five rods from each other, and the result 
was uniformly the same—no difference in 
color, size or productiveness of those rows, 


over the rows intervening.”’ 

Probably the soil contained at the time 
the lime was applied, sulphate of iron—or 
alumina, and the lime used upon the Jand 
was soon converted into sulphate of lime, 
gypsum, and as there would be a full sup- 
ply,in the soil, a further application of plas- 
ter would notexhibit any ‘‘perceptible ad- 
vantage from the use of it.’? In Mr. Nes- 
| bit’s soil, it neither lacked lime nor sul- 
phuric acid. In Gov. Hammond’s, there 
was lime enough but it lacked sulphuric ac- 
id—gypsum supplied this, 

Ihave already remarked, that much of 
the iron in soils is derived from the decom- 
position of rocks containing sulphuret of 
iron, both the sulphur and iron, possessing 
the property of attracting oxygen from the 
air, and forming sulphate of iron—which is 
easily decomposed, if it comes in contact 
with any of the alkaline bases, the iron is 
set free, as peroxide of iron. This is prob-

The iron 
in such cases is generally what is called 
prot-oxide of iron—iron combined with ox- 
ygen in the proportion of 77 per cent. of 
iron, and 23 per cent. of oxygen, in this 
state the iron is soluble in water, and iron 


| dissolved in water is not the best kind of 
| liquid to manure our crops with. But the 
| prot-oxide of iron after being broken up by 
the plow, and exposed to the aetion of the 
atmosphere, combines with another equiva- 
lent ofoxygen and is converted into per-ox- 
ide of iron, which is not soluble in pure wa- 
ter. This change is effected by a combination 
of 69 parts of iron and 31 of oxygen, ‘The 
oftener such soils are plowed and stirred 


by the harrow, the better, as there will be 
by its exposure to the air, a less amount of 
prot-oxide of iron in the soil. This accounts 
for the saying, the more hemlock and spruce 


lands are worked, the better—as hemlock 
land generally contains much iron. 
We frequently see small pools of water 





that have oozed from the base of hills, in 


the summer season, covered with a reddish 
pellicle, formed upon the surface of the wa- 
j ter. ‘This is prot-oxide of iron in solution, 
(dissolved in coa ter.) It rises to the surface 
and combines with another equivalent of 
oxygen, and is changed to per-oxide, it then 
falls to the bottom of the water, and water 
the soil and rocks with a sediment of inso- 
| luble per-oxide of iron, that is, it is insolu- 
ble impure water, but bothfthese are soluble 
in water containing acids, the first or prot- 
oxide; however, dissolves in much greater 


| quantity in the same weight of acid, and it Wi d 
is the compounds of this oxide, which are /( | 


present in the soil in boggy land, and proves 
80 injurious to vegetation. When it accu- 
mulates in ponds, itis termed hydrate, or 
bog-iron-ore. 

| For the permanent improvement of soils 
containing iron in exeess, I know of no oth- 
er remedy but underdraining and subsoiling ; 
| by this process the crust, or hard subsoil will 
be broken up and the drains will carry off 
the dissolved iron, and in time remove it 
from the soil. Lime applied to such soils 
| will havea good effect, whether spread, or 
mixed in compost as I have proved in more 
than one instar.ce. When I have compost- 
| ed atthe rate of two loads of swamp muck 
jand one of manure, which lay several 
; months and then shoveled over, and two 
! bushels of newly slacked lime, mixed to a 
| cart load of the compost, a load of this com- 
post was worth more than two loads of sta- 
ble manure from the stage tavern—not for 
| the first year of its application, but from its 
| permanency. 


But for those having such land, who can- 
| not underdrain, nor purchase lime, there is 
| one other remedy—manure well, and fora 
| crop of corn apply a pint or two of fine rich 

compost manure in the hill, at the time of 
| planting the corn. On my farin,a single 
| handful of rich manure in the hill has more 
| than doubled the crop of corn and odder.— 
| The different kinds of black berry, or bram- 
| ble plant finds a eongenial soil where iron 
jabounds, as also Johnswert, golden red, 
| &e. And these soils generally run into red- 
| top grass, after being newly stocked dowa, 
| and mowed one or two years.

The British Mail Steamer Hibernia which 
left Liverpool on the 30th ult. arrivedat New 
York on the evening of the 16th inst. 

In commercial affairs there seems to bea 
continued improvement in England, so far as 
regards the condition of the money market.— 
The stock ofbullion, or specie, in the Bank 
of England continues to increase, and amount- 
ed by last returns, to about thirteen millions 
sterling, equal to nearly sixty-two anda half 
millions of dollars. The Bank had reduced 
the rate of interest to four per cent. 

From the Continent, the intelligence with 
regard to money affairs is similar to that from 
England. Money was extremely plentiful at 
Hamburg, the rate of discount being only 3 1-2 
per cent. 

In France, the Guizot ministry have been 
sustained in the chamber of Peers by the sig- 
nal majority of 121. 

Affairs in Italy have reached an unexpected 
crisis. An insurrection has taken place in 
the island of Sicily. Paris letters of the 2sth 
Jay. state that anxiety respecting the situation 
of Naples and Sicily was increasing. On the 
isth, the King of Naples was expected at 
Rome, to confer with the Pope and Lord Min- 
to, and, if possible, to devise some means of 
coming toan amicable arrangement with his 
revolted subjects. 

The weather was so severely cold at London 
on the 23th of January, as to cover the Thames 
with ice. 

The King of Bavaria has ordered those Jes- 
uits who have taken refuge there after banish- 
ment from Switzerland, to leave within three 
days. 

Novel importations.—A vessel, just arrived 
from the Russian port of Cronstadt, has 
brought two cases containing two sledges, 
with the harness and shafts appertaining to 
the vehicles. The mail ship Hibernia, re- 
cently arrived at Liverpool from New York 
and Halifax, has brought among other articles 
of merchandise, two barrels of oysters ; she 
also brought three boxes of an article called 
congress water, What this water, honored 
with such a parliamentary signification, is 
composed of we must confess to a complete 
inability to enlighten the public.

treme destitution. Mr. Charles Cochrane, the 
Chairman of the Society, explained at consid- 
erable length that the resources of this Socie- 
ty were utterly inadequate to meet the evil.— 
The Lord Mayor feared more harm than good 
would come of opening soup-kitchens. He 
considered that the amount of distress was 
beyond the power of corporations or parishes | 
to meet, it was a case for legislative interfer- | 
ence.

his majesty in person. The unfortunate Emir 
has written letters to the Duke d’Aumale,Gen. 
Lamoriciere and Marshal Bugeaud, complain- 
ing loudly of the manner in which he has 
been treated, and demanding the fulfiliment 
of his treaty of capitulation. It has been 
determined however, that the prisoner shall 
remain in France, whether he will or no, 
though another attempt is to be made to in- 
duce him to request that he may be allowed to 
do so, 

Itis said, that the week before last there 
were 60,000 persons laid up at Madrid with 
influenza. 

It is reported that the Emperor of Russia 
has prohibited the consumption of potatoes, 
and ordered persons possessing any to keep 
them for sowing or planting. 

We hear that Messrs. Baring, Brothers & 
Co., have opened, at Loyd’s, large polices on 
specie from Mexico to the United Kingdom, 
supposed to be for account of the American 
government. The proceeds will in this case 
be most likely drawn against in bills of ex- 
change. 

A Beute Protest against Murder. 

The Salem Observer of this morning relates 
the following case as having occurred in con- 
nection with the recent murder in that city of 
an Irishman which has been the cause of no 
little excitement : 

The subject of the story is a very intelligent 
animal owned by Mr. Augustus Hardy. On 
the morning of the Murder, about the time it 
is supposed to have taken place, this dog at- 
tracted the attention of the neighbors by 
barking incessantly in a peculiar manner, 
up and down the street in front of the enclo- 
sure where the deed was committed. During 
the fellowing day he was also observed to con- 
duct, and even to run repeatedly around the 
well in which the body was afterwards found. 
On Monday he was confined in Mr. Hardy's 
shop, but broke out through the window in 
the morning, shattering the glass and sashes 
and recommenced his barking. But all his 
signs failed to tell the story, his dog language 
finding no interpreter. After the body was 
discovered, however, he again appeared and 
by rolling, tambling and frolicing inthe snaw, 
manifested his joy and satisfaction. Could 
the testimony of this canine witness be taken, 
he would quite likely, furnish the details of 
the whole affair. It is not improbable that he 
saw the whole proceedings and endeavored 
to raise an alarm, and obtain assistance for 
the unfortuate victim. 


Warlike Operntionsa on the Pacific. 

A letter from Mazatlan gives the particulars 
of the taking of the port of Guayamas, in 
Sonora, on the Gulf of California, Oct. 20, 
by United States ships Congress and Ports- 
mouth. The town bombarded forty 
minutes, and 800 Mexican troops in the place 
retreated in the night. The town was much 
injured. 

On the 17th of November, the Americans 
being all on board of ship, four hundred Mex- 
icans came into town, when Captain Selfridge 
landed with sixty-five men, and engaged the 
enemy, who were strongly posted, and drove 
them out, killing forty or fifty. Captain Sel- 
fridge was slightly wounded. 

On the i8th of November, Lieut. Bartlett, 
with 25 men, was attacked at San Jose by 
from 150 to 200 Mexicans with two pieces of 
cannon. They resisted several desperate 
charges, and the Mexicans were defeated with 
from twenty to thirty killed, including their 
chief. 

Col. Burton was attacked two or three times 
by three hundred Mexicans, but the Ameri- 
cans were always successful.

Mr. McKay again proposed the substitute 
further modified, soas to make the amount 
of treasury notes to be issued $17,000,000, but 
the Chair ruled it out of order, under the 
rules. Mr. McKay appealed, but the Chair 
was sustained—105 to 100. 

On motion of Mr. Stephens, the Committee 
rose and reported the original bill, with the 
amendments adopted thereto, to the House. 

Mr. Vinton moved the previous question, 
which was sustained, 106 to 104. 

The question being on the passage of the 
bill, the yeas and nays were ordered, and the 
bill was passed—yeas 192, nays 14. Amo- 
tion was made to rescind and Jaid on the ta 
ble.
